DAY'S PBOCEEDINGS IN THI 


HOUSE AND SENATE, 


Washington, Jan. 80.—The house 


committee on -ways and means has 
unanimously authorized Chairman 
Payne^to report a "bill repealing all 
the Spanish war revenue taxes except 
the tax on. mixed flour. 


The repeal is to take effect July 


1, 1902, except the duty on tea, which 
is to take effect 
January 1, 1903. 


Chahman Payne made a statement 
showing that the total reduction 
would be $77,000,000 annually. The 
delay in the repeal of the tax on tea 
is for the purpose of enabling those 
who have stocks on hand to dispose 
of them before the repeal takes ef- 
fect. 
Mr. Payne says the country 


will start upon the next fiscal year 
with $174,000,000 available cash 


An amendment was offered by Mr, 


Newlands to except from the repeal 
the tax on petroleum1 and sugar le- 
ftners and by Mr* Bichardson to re- 
peal the customs duties on trust- 
made goods, 
party votes.

Mr. Newland's amend- 


ment also piovided for a tax of one- 
tenth of 1 per cent, on the gross re* 
ceipts of all corporations whose an- 
nual receipts exceed $10,000,000. 


The repeal will affect the remain- 


ing special taxes imposed by the war, 
viz: 
Oix bankers, brokers, grain 


dealers, pawnbrokers, custom house 
brokers, theaters, museums, circuses, 
etc., billiard rooms and bowling al- 
leys, playing cards, dealers in and 
manufacturers of tobacco. 
The re- 


duction on fermented liquor will 
amount to sixty cents per barrel; that 
ou tobacco and snuff will be three 
cents, bringing the rate back to six 
cents per pound as before the war* 
The rate on cigars and cigarettes was 
changeu last year, but the further 
change now made will bring the rates 
back *6 those existing piior to the 
war. 
The repeal under schedule A, 


of the law, will include the tax on 
bonds, debentures, etc.; certificates cf 
stock, sales or agreements, stock 
transactions, inland and foreign bills 
of exchange, bills of lading, in- 
demnifying bonds, certificates of 
profit, brokers' contracts, custom 
house entries, warehouse entries, 
steamboat passage tickets. The re- 
peal under schedule B will include 
the tax of one cent per pint bottle on 
wine, and two cents on bottles over 
a pint. The legacy taxes also come 
off. Other reductions include the ex- 
cise taxes on persons and firms en- 
gaged in refining petroleum and 
sugar; special tax of banks and 
bankers; atamp tax on parlor and 
Bleeping car berths, etc. 


The rate on beer, now ?1.60 per

IN THE SENATE. 


Washington, Jan. 
30. — About 


twenty of the petty officers of the

A resolution offered by Mr. Proc- 


tor directing the secretaries of the 
interior and of agriculture to report 
to the senate any facts they may pos- 
sess regarding the preservation of 
the American buffalo, or bison, and 
whether any steps ought to be taken 
to prevent the extinction of the ani- 
mals was adopted. 


Hr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, at the 


Conclusion of routine business, called 
up for consideration the joint resolu- 
tion proposing an amendment to the 
constitution of the TTnited States re- 
specting the succession to the presi- 
dency in case the president-elect 
should die between the time of his 
election and the date of his inaugura- 
tion. 
Without a word of comment 


the resolution was passed, the presi- 
dent pro tern, announcing At the re- 
quest of Mr. Hoar that two-thirds of 
the senators had voted for it. 


When the Philippine tariff bill was 


taken up at S o'clock Wlr. Tlllman 
took the floor. He announced that 
he would not talk much about the j 
Philippne tariff, but wished to du*- 
cu&s the part South Carolina took in 
the war of th> revolution. He ar* 
raigned Mr. Lodge for attempting to 
prevent discussion on the revolu- 
tionary theme, and who, Mr. Tillman 
asserted, tried to "parcel out the 
time of the senate." 


Adverting to yesterday's proved- 


ings, Mr. Tillman referred to 
Mr. 


Beveridge, of Indiana, as "my gal- 
lant young (friend from Indiana who 
sprang mto the fray." 
As to the 


necessity of the tariff in the Philip- 
pines, he said that "there was plenty 
of money for the carpetbagger over 
there to spend." 


Beaching the real subject of his 


speech, he said: "South Carolina has 
created more history than any other 
state in the union." 


Among the other bills passed was 


to establish the Frederioksburg and 
adjacent national battlefields mem- 
orial park in Virginia. The bill ap- 
propriates $100,000, It was amend- 
ed by striking out the statement 
that on the limited territory to be 
comprised in the park more great bat- 
tles were fought, more men engaged 
and more execution done than ots any 
other spot of similar area in the 
world. 


iWhile Mr, Tillman -was speaking 


several senators engaged in conver- 
sation among themselves. To this 
Mr. Tillman objected because of the 
interruption, and he requested "that 
those so engaged tto retire to *he 
cloak room. Tor once he w&s, he said, 
making a speech for home consump- 
tion. "Of course," he said, <Hhe sen- 
ators *on the republican flidfc are not 
interested.

PASSENGER TRAIN DASHES IN 


TO COAL DOCK SIDING. 


COLLIDES WITH LOCOMOTIVE

Shortly after noon today Pennsyl- 


vania train 39, westbound, ran into 
an. open swHch at the east yards in 
this city and crashed Into the rear 6f 
a light engine which was standing 
at the coal docks. At least four per- 
sons were injured, (though it is be- 
lieved none are serious* The injured: 


McCormick, William, student fire- 


man, caught between tank and 
boilerhead of engine; injured about 
back and chest; taken to St. Joseph 
hospital* 


Grant Souder, route agent in mail 


car; thrown down and arm badly 
bruised. 


Carl Oleason, passenger, Van Wert, 


Ohio; head cut by broken, glass. 


Prof. M. N. Plumadore, Fort 


Wayne; thrown against car door, 
head bruised. 


HOW IT HAPPENED, 


Train No. 39, made up of mail and 


passenger cars, drawn by engine 165, 
Engineer Kohler, was slightly behind 
time and steamed into the yards at 
a good rate of speed. Light engine 
656, Engineer Mclntyre, had just 
come in off its tun and was standing 
at the coal docks, The open switch 
was unnoticed by Engineer Kohler 
until too late to avoid the 
crash,

so. 


Upon engine 656 
Mc- 


Cormick, ia student fireman, who had 
"been out learning *the road, &Tid when 
the crash came he was pitched be- 
tween the tank and the boiler head of 
Ms engine, sustaining injuries to his 
back and chest.

Washington, Jan. 30.—After some 


preliminary minor business today in 
the 
hous*, the committees we* e 


called and Mr. Moody, of Oregon* 
from the committee on mining, pre- 
sented a bill for the protection of the 
lives of miners in the territories. It 
provides that in every mine over 100 
feet in depth mine owners be le^uired 
to provide 5,500 cubic feet of pure 
air for every fifty miners.

He 
offered an amendment providing that 
the managers of coal mines should

Hiss Kbto Hbpp, employed in the 


ttttsburg, 
Jan. 30,—Edward and 


John Biddle, awaiting execution in 
the county jail for the murder o* 
Grocer Thomas D. Kafcney, vf Hcunt 
Washington, overpowered the guards 
at 4 o'clock tlus morning and 
escaped. 
Both prisoners bad been 


provided with saws, with which they 
cut the bars in their cells and were 
ready at any moment to make an 
opening sufficiently 
large to pass 


through. The prisoners 
occupied 


adjoining cells on the second range. 
They had evidently been preparing 
for escape for some time and had 
assistance from the outside, as both 
were armed with revolvers. 


Shortly before 4 o'clock one of the 


Biddies called to James McGteaty, 
who had charge of the outside gates, 
and asked for some cramp medicine 
in a hurry, saying his brother was 
dangerously sick. 


HTOLED CTCTABD DOWN. 


McQeary hastened to the cell With 


the medicine, when John 
Biddle 


sprang through an opening in the 
cell, and seizing the guard around 
the waist, hurled him. over the rail- 
ing to the stone floor beneath, a dis- 
tance of sixteen feet. 


Edward Biddle joined hid brother 


immediately and both, with draw*, 
revolvers, hurried to the first floor, 
where they met Guard Reynolds and 
shot him. 


There were but three men on duty 


and the third was on one of the upper 
ranges. He was ordered down at the 
point of the revolvers and the tjiree 
guards were put in the dungeon. 


The keys were taken from Keeper 


McCteary and the two desperate pris- 
oners had a clear field. The only per- 
sons who witnessed the escape were 
prisoners who could not interfere or 
give an alarm. The Biddies went to 
the wardrobe, where the guards keep 
their clothing, and each put on * nw 
suit. They then unlocked the out- 
side gates and passed out into Boss 
street. 


The escape was not discovered un- 


til the daylight guards came on duty 
at 6 o'clock. They were informed by | 
prisoners where the night guards 
had be<en put and they were soon re- 
leased from the dungeon and sent to 
the Homeopathic hospital. 


ESCAPE EXPLAINED, 


The escape of the Bdddles 4* ex- 


plained by Warden Peter K. Sotfel, 
who has (authorized its publication. 
It is -the allegation that his wife is 
responsible for the fmnishong of the 
revolver and saws 
(fco ih* Bididles, 


which e \abled them (to escape. 


her infatuation for the hand- 


some desperado, Edward Biddle* it i* 
alleged that she has left her husband 
and her four children, and it is sup- 
posed is to meet the escaped convicts 
at a place agreed upon. 


The story of the matter is brief. 


Soffel was the only person ad- 


mitted to the jail since last Sunday. 
Yesterday afternoon she 
visited 


them during the warden's absence. 


Last evening she retired at 9 


-o'clock. She told her husband that 
she <WB& going to visit a sister at Mc- 
Donald, and that she would retire 
early so that she could get an early 
start. Warden Soffel was about the 
jail until 13 o'clock. He aetired to 
his room, which is separate from 
Mrs. Soffel's, shortly before 1 o'clock. 


When he awoke this morning he 


asked for Mrs. Souel and wa* in- 
formed that she was absent. Later, 
when the details of the escape became 
known, he telephoned to McDonald 
and waa informed that Mrs. Soffel 
wns not there.
